If the federal government has its way, Ohio's electric companies will have to in- 

stall huge “scrubber” systems such as this on all new coal-fired generating plants.

Sears, Roebuck & Co., the nation’s largest 
retailer, has filed suit against ten government 
agencies. It charges that past and present fed- 
eral actions have so shaped the nation's work 
force that the company should be relieved of 
liability for compliance with various -- and often 
conflicting — affirmative action mandates. 

Sears reaches back to World War II to demon- 
Strate that the government maintained race and 
gender quotas on members of the armed forces. 
After the war legislation enabled veterans to get 
education and skills training opportunities not 
available to non-veterans. And it pressed 
employers to give veterans preference in jobs, 
an act that favored white m@jes, to the exclusion 

-of women and minorities. 

Most recently, Congressional action barred 
discrimination against the aged, impeding early 
retirement and mandatory retirement rules in 
private industry. Thus, Corporate efforts to 
recruit and to promote minority employees run 
up against the brick wall of older white males 
holding on to their jobs, including managerial

However, it's 
this very group of grade school educated 
and high school graduated Black Amer- 
icans which are growing jobless in our 
country. 

The U.S. Labor Department announced 
that unemployment fell to 5.8 percent in: 
October, down from six percent in -ihe 
previous month. Behind the figures Black 
American and other minority unemploy- 
ment was auctally up from 11.2 percentto 
11.4 percent. 

Black Americans are not voting and let- 
ting their voices be heard, while white 
folks who do vote going all to the right. 
Unless Black Americans. start taking a 
brother and a sister to the ballot box con- 
verting political power from a dream to a 
reality we'll become a Black American 
myth. 


HEALTH NOTES

The Common Cold

Since this article comes at a time when the weather is 
very cold and damp, causing many forms of health 
hazards, | feel that this is a very timely topic to discuss. 

The common cold is of course a condition that can- 
not be permanently cured because it recurs over and 
over again in miost people. The main reason for this is 
the fact that there are over 100 viruses that cause this 
candition, so.if one episode caused by one type virus is 
treated and resolved there may be anothe> episode 
recurring with another virus as the cause. 

When bacteria enter the picture the cold then pro- 
gresses to more severe complications such as sinusi- 
tis, ear infections (prevalent in children) or worse. 

Fever Commonplace 

Symptoms of the common coid are usually scratchy 
throat, sneezing, runny or stuffy nose, and varying 
degrees of drowsiness. Fever (100 to 102F) is common 
with infants and small children but not with larger 
children, adolescents and adults. 

Moderate headache is the rule but severe headaches 
are indicative usually of.a more serious process. Chest 
“tightness” is also noticed but a hacking painful cough 
with shortness of breath usually indicate a more 
serious process such as pneumonia, bronchitis, etc. 

Treatment 

Treatment usually includes bed rest, light diet, high 
fluid intake and in most cases aspirin or acetomino- 
phen (Tylenol, Datrin, etc.). The early use of patent 
cold remedies has not been very successful in warding 


off colds, but such agents do give temporary relief. 


However, hot lemon tea has some merit.
